Hayes Lashes. 
Big Biz for 
Tax Evading 


| Speaking at Santa Barbara, Will 
Hayes, candidate for Congress in 
ithe 13th Congressional District, 
|lashed out at those he deseribed 
as “selfish interests who Criticize 
government expenditures and” at 
the same time seek government 
hand-outs.” 


Hayes, who is waging a hard- 
hitting campa ign to represent 
| Monterey, San Luis Obispé, Saita 
Barbara and Ventura counties in 
'the House of Representatives, spe- 
cifically singled out big business as 
an example of this and particular- 
ly “fair trade’ advocates who 
want the government to Keep 
| prices up, and interests whovinsist 
)} that government keep out of busi- 
|ness except where their owp prof- 
its are threatened by competition. 

“It is not enough that big busi- 
ness demands government subsi- 
dies but every means are used to 
|avoid paying a proportionate share 
+o taxes,” - said Hayes: ~“And,-.-he 
t! added, “because of this the burdett 


,| of taxation is falling increasingly 


|on the shoulders of the wage earn- 
er.” 

Hayes called for an immediate 
|}end to unnecessary subsidies and 
|for closing tax loopholes. Among 
|the means used to avoid payment 
‘of taxes, Hayes cited percentage 
| depletion, income splitting, under- 
| reporting of interest and dividends, 
| percentage treatment of capital 
| gains, excess profits, and collapsi- 


'ble corporations. 

“If all the tax loopholes were 
|clesed,” Hayes declared, “more 
ithan $8 billion of additional rev- 
enue would be realized.” 

“Tax loopholes are designed to 
|favor the rich,” the young World 
| War II veteran said, “and mean 
nothing to the average wage earn- 
ler.” He indicated that loopholes 
}are unfair to the ordinary tax- 
payer because they make him pay 
/more than his fair share of taxes 
and because of the serious threat 
they pose to our entire tax struc- 
| ture. 

“The growing favoritism in our 
tax laws is not consistent with 
democratic government,” conclud- 
ed Hayes, “and if the average citi- 
zen is to retain his faith in equal 
application and enforcement of tax 
laws, the tax loopholes must be. 
closed. Taxes should be based on 
the ability of the taxpayer to sup+ 
port his government and should 
not favor the privileged few.”

Accuse Liquor Firms of 
Price Fixing Conspiracy 


Washington (LPA)—The Federal 
Trade Commission has accused two 
major liquor firms, doing a com- 
bined business of $200 million an- 
nually, of a conspiracy to fix 
prices and hinder competition! 

The two are Distillers Corp.- 
Seagrams, Ltd., of Montreal, and 
its subsidiaries, and Schenley In- 
dustries, New York, and its sub- 
sidiaries. Sttbsidiaries of Seagrams 
listed include Jameson, Carstairs, 
Calvert, Hunter-Wilson, and Galla- 
gher & Burton. “Subsidiaries of 
Schenley named by the FTC in- 
clude Kessler, Gibson, and Three 
Feathers. 

_The FTC charges the two cor- 
porations acted to fix. prices 
through mergers, .acquisitions, .con- 
solidations, interlocking director- 
ates, and through conspiracy. 
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FLAYED BY CONGRESSIONAL WITNESSES 


_ NEW YORK (LPA).—The McCarran immigration law is “utterly repugnant to every 
concept we call American,” dedlares Sen. Herbert H. Lehman (D-Lib, NY), urging that 
immigration preferences be “based on individual.worth and need rather than.on national 
pedigree. 9? 

Lehman was one of 27 witnesses voicing objections to the national-origin quotas atl 
racial restrictions in the act. They were testifying in hearings before the President’s Spe- 


cial Commission on Immigration ;-— 
and Naturalization, held for study 
of possible changes or the writing 
of a whole new law. 


“Let those who defend the 
national-origins quota system,” de- 
clared Lehman, “be forced to read 
aloud the names of the winners of 
the Congressional Medal of Honor 
or to recite the daily casualty lists 
from eKorea—and then let them 
dare to say that those of one na- 
tional origin are less fit to be 
Americans than those of another 
national erigin.” 

The McCarran Act limits immi- 
gration to 154,000 a year. Lehman 
would increase the limit to 350,000, 
with preference for relatives of 
American citizens and aliens re- 
siding here, refugees and the po- 
litically persecuted without regard 
to nationality, those with needed 
industrial skills, and hardship cases 
—those with skills mot needed in 
their own countries. 

He attacked sharply the “inequi- 
ties and iniquities’ of the law, 
whieh subject naturalized. citizens 
“to a different set of laws and 
penalties than native-born citi- 


zens” by providing for deportation 
for failure to testify before con- 
gressional “subversive” commit- 
tees. 

Read Lewis, executive director 
of the Common Council for Amer- 
ican Unity, a non-profit organiza- 
tion aiding immigrants for the last 
3G years, testified in agreement 
with Lehman that the only graund 
for deporting naturalized . citizens 
should be fraud in obtaining. nat- | 
uralization. 
they should be treated like any 
other citizen,” he declared. 

Walter White, executive secre- 
tary of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, said»the McCarran Act 
“may prove harmful to the United 
States not only in Asia, but in 
Latin America.”

A .spokesman for Coca-Cola com- 
plained. that. the law makes it dif- 
ficult for Coca-Cola representatives 
in other lands to become U.S. 
citizens. 


Washington (LPA)—The medical 
profession has been warned that 
unless it does something construc- 
tive about the nation’s health prob- 
jems, “other elements in our so- 
ciety will take over and we may 
find ourselves under a distasteful 
system of medical care.” 


The warning was sounded by Dr. 
Paul B. Magnuson, chairman of 
the President’s Commission on the 


speech before:the annual scientific 
assembly of the Medical Society of 
the District of Columbia. 

Repeating his past criticism of 
the American Medical Association’s 
refusal to cooperate with fhe com- 
mission, Dr. Magnuson declared: 

“It is our plain and simple duty 
as doctors to furnish leadership in 
every national, state and commu- 
nity effort to look into ways of im- 
proving health conditions in 
America. 

“If organized medicine is to re- 
tain its rightful place of esteem 
in our society, it had better cease 
and desist at once from its current 
policy of proclaiming that it alone 
can decide whether there are any 
health problems in this country, 
and that it alone can decide what 
the average doctor should think 
about the pressing problems of the 
day.” 

Summarizing the work the com- 
mission has done to date, Magnu- 
son said the intensive nation-wide 
fact-finding job would soon be com- 
pleted and the commission would 
start writing its recommendations 
to the President. 

Dr. Magnuson said great care 
had been taken to give every pos- 
sible opportunity to representa- 
tives of all segments of ‘the U.S. 
population to testify before the va- 
rious panels and hearings. 

He reviewed one unpleasant in- 
cident which he said “illustrates to 
a tragic degree the head-in-the- 
sand attitude of a+ segment of 
American medicine.” 

He said the ‘public hearing 
scheduled for Houston, Tex.,, was 
moved to Dallas because the coun- 
ty medical saciety in Houston, even 
before the date of the hearing was 
announced, “blasted the cammision 
and announced in the newspapers 
that it would oppose the hearing 
because ‘it would be so full of error 
as to be harmful rather than help- 
ful in the development of the 
health needs of the nation,” 

When the hearing was over, Dr. 
Magnuson said, testimony and 
statistics presented revealed that 
medical care and facilities in the 
“wealthy state of Texas’ were 
“shockingly inadequate” and not 
even the regional AMA denied the 
testimony was accurate.

The letter 
asked the recipients who was fhe 
“strongest,” not the best, candi- 
date for the Republican nomination 
for President, other than Gov. Earl 
Warren, to whom Nixon, as a Cali- 
fornia delegate to the GOP conven- 
tion, was technically committed. 

In his highly emotional radio and 
TV show, purportedly to explain 
his $18,235 in gifts from California 
millionaires while on the Senate 
payroll, Nixon said: 

“I’m proud of the fact that the 
taxpayers, by subterfuge or other- 
wise, have never paid one dime for 
expenses which I thought were po- 
litical and shouldn’t be charged. to 
the taxpayers.” a 

He. asserted that his fund was 
for such purposes, thereby “saving 
‘| the taxpayers money,” although no 
public funds are ever provided for 
such purposes and_ investigation 
showed that Nixon had used his 
Senate expense allowances to the 
hilt, 

Nixon himself was unavailable 
to explain the partisan use of the 
franking privilege. He was busy 
making a speech attacking “mink-, 
coatism” in the Democratic Party.
